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All Hail, A Man! 


For the past two weeks Dwight D. Eisenhower, American 
has been giving the public and the Congress some interesting 
ments. He got the reception that celebrities usually win, 
some umbrage in political circles, intense interest, and quite 
a lot of applause 


But the lesson of Ike Eisenhower cannot be dissected by 
the commentators and reduced to a formula hy the editorial 
writers, because the latest chapter in his is just too sinple. 


He has given as sincere an example of personal sacrifice 
as any man in contemporary history. He has passed up the 
snug harbor of fame, and personal and financial security, 
and is again on the uncharted and thankless main; gambling 
health, wealth, past glory and everything—because he is a 
good American 


We are not among those who turn out to give the big 
shots a confetti shower. We know, cynically perhaps, how 
men climb to preferment over the shoulders of perhaps more 
modest less conniving. but often more capable men, Washing- 
ton is loaded with these winners; political candidates and 


phony brass. 


We have known enhower a long time and have had 
opportunity to observe him in action. He is essentially and 
fundamentally a nice sort of fellow. He was the only man in 
our Army who could say “No” to the British during the last 
war and have them resent it. The writer of this commentary 
fread much of his correspondence in 1943 and 1944 and found 
that the top man could turn a phrase, and could dismiss a de- 
mand without causing rancor. 


That in itself was a great accomplishment, whether he 
left military generalship to others, or not. But to his credit. 
the people who could have sneaked themselves reputation as 
“Ike's military brains,” did not do so. They admitted candidly 
that the top man knew his stuff, and that is that. But he 
never impressed one as does the brilliant and regal MacArthur 
He did not carry in his presence the military glamor which 
we hang about the Great Generals. z 


We do not know how he got his golden opportunity in 
the first place; we know that he certainly improved upon it 
He might have been sold to Roosevelt by Mrs. Roosevelt, by 
George Allen, or Hopkins. He certainly seemed to be a dis- 
tance away from the inner circle when they r 
planted him in the top spot in Europe. We dismiss the past 
a great record, with perhaps some luck—and a war against a 
poorer and numerically smaller foe. 


as 


But Ike showed in the past two weeks that he is the stuff 
of which God made men, and America is perhaps going to get 
its right man, just in time to put us on top of the heap again. 


He came back from the Valhalla and is in a tougher, more 
dangerous, more demanding job than the one in which the 
greatest rewards. No, he will never go hungry, but it will be 
hitter tea if he fails on this one, The pedestal will be empty 
The gamble that he has taken is a terrific one, but, by the 
Gods of Chance, worthy of the American tradition. He is a 
good successor to those who built this country, The adven- 
farous, the reckless, the pioneers. He put everything down be- 
side him when he sat into the new ame, and from now on the 
jealous and the critics can sit silent. He has nothing to win but 
the life of his country; for he has everything else. 


We have read a lot of hogwash about his personal sacri- 
fice for the country being “of the finest traditions of the 
Army.” That's bunk, because we who know’ the Army know 


that it has been hooey. More selfish little prigs come out of 
that plate than heroes. Ike should have the genuine t 

of all decent, competent men in America, for he is staking 
everything and can go nowhere for the present but down. 


People listened to him over the radio and saw him on 
television when he came back from Europe. He didn't make a 
good speech, and seemed like a frightened Boy Scout rather 
than a rip-snorting General. But behind this fleeting glimpse, 
behind the appearances on Capitol Hill, we can sense that here 
finally we've got a man who is shooting with the future be- 
cause, by the Gods, he’s a man!
